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From  "Report  to  the  Listener''— February  18,  1959 

Let  me  present  the  case  for  the  $30,000  pre-deficit  drive  as  soberly  as 
possible.  It  is  quite  true  that  the  station  could  operate,  after  a  fashion,  on 
less.  It  would  mean  a  shortening  of  hours  and  less  variety  and  richness  in 
programs.  It  would  mean  that  a  staff  already  cut  to  the  bone  would  continue 
to  man  the  station  for  long  wearying  hours  and  that  we  must  continue  our 
indecent  wage  scale.  I  have  always  believed  that  no  group  of  people  should 
be  asked  year  after  year  to  dedicate  themselves  to  a  project — no  matter  how 
worthy — when  it  means  that  they  can  not  earn  enough  to  support  their 
families. 

We  could  initiate  these  salary  raises  now  and  announce  an  emergency 
deficit  in  a  few  months.  But  neither  I  nor  the  Committee  of  Directors  feel 
this  a  reasonable  approach.  So  I  have  asked  the  staff  to  remain  at  last  year's 
salaries  until  we  have  completed  the  fund  drive ;  if  it  is  successful,  the  modest 
salary  increases  will  be  retroactive  to  January  1. 

I  can  talk  to  you  in  this  reasonable  way  because  you  as  an  audience  are 
devoted  to  the  life  of  reason.  We  discuss  our  affairs  publicly  at  KPFA.  We 
are  a  public  body.  The  Directors,  who  meet  monthly,  are  men  drawn  from 
financial  and  academic  worlds,  professional  men  and  artists,  and  all  aspects 
of  our  operation  are  closely  scrutinized.  Last  night's  meeting,  for  example, 
lasted  four  hours. 

Therefore,  any  contribution  you  make  has  the  assurance  that  tomorrow 
we  will  not  be  transformed  into  a  station  of  another  type.  We  are  swayed 
not  at  all  by  financial  anticipations  but  always  by  the  terms  of  our  charter 
and  by-laws  which  dedicate  the  station  to  the  best  interests  of  mankind.  This 
has  sustained  us  for  ten  years  and  we  anticipate  a  long  life. 

And  so  I  urge  you  to  contribute  to  an  annual  budget  of  $130,000  which 
will  permit  us  to  pay  a  reasonable  wage  and  produce  unreasonably  good 
programs.

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Theodore  Bikel  is  one  of  the  most  talented,  vital  and  versatile  en- 
tertainers around.  He  makes  his  home  in  New  York  (recording,  acting 
in  television  plays,  preparing  and  taping  his  own  radio  shows);  in 
Hollywood  (appearing  in  movies,  managing  and  performing  in  his 
own  clubs,  The  Unicorn  and  Cosmo  Alley);  in  Europe  (on  location 
for  movies  and  collecting  new  song  material);  and  the  many  towns 
and  cities  across  America  where  concert  stages  beckon.
